Applicant has not presented any additional data or showing to overcome the rejection of record. 
The arguments filed on 1/21/2005, merely rehash the arguments presented earlier, which were 
fully responded by the examiner in previous office action dated 1 1/3/2004. 

Further, with respect to the argument that the molar ratio of ammonia or an ammonium 
salts with carbonates other than ammonium salts is important for the purposes of reducing the 
irritating odor of the first pack and enhancing the bleaching power of the hair dye formulation 
and reducing irritation to the scalp, the applicant has not provided a data or showing to indicate 
that the claimed dyeing method demonstrates imobvious and unexpected results over the dyeing 
composition of the closest prior art that does not teach or disclose a water soluble salts of iron or 
the molar ratio of ammonia or an anraionium salt with carbonates.
